3.  All  bids  are  to  be  per  lot  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue,  unless  otherwise  an- 
nounced by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final ;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reofter  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

HK  pewtcrcr  has  always  occupied  a  place  of  prominence  amongst  the 
crattsnien  of  early  America.  Honest  workmanship  and  simplicity  formed  the 
keynote  of  his  handiwork,  which  has  long  been  sought  by  collectors  with 
unaffected  taste.  We  are  pleased  to  present  herewith  a  private  collection  of 
choice  examples  of  this  ware  formed  during  many  years  of  search  by  P.  G. 
Piatt,  who  has  since  gone  into  other  fields  of  endeavor.  His  discernment  may 
well  serve  as  a  guide  to  the  amateur  collector.
